The Wiiolesouenkss or Tinned 
Meats. — At the usual meeting of the 
Liverpool Chemihts' As.sociation, in tho 
City on Thursday evening, the presi- 
dent, Mr. E. Davis, F.CS., contributed 
a paper on ''Alleged Motuliio Impuri- 
ties in Tinned Meats." Uo stated 
that he had analyzed tba oil from it tin 
of preserved salmon of the cheapest 
kind. Tho result was that 300 graias 
gave -03 grain of residuo on igniting 
the precipitated sulphides, of which t, 
part was lead and a part was tin. 
This amount was quite insutBoient to 
cause any effect at all. He had also 
analysed tins of beef and tomatoea 
The bad etl'ects which Lad in a few- 
cases resulted from the use of tinned 
meats were, in his opinion, duo to tho 
decomposition of tho meat, owing to 
the imperfect closing or to faults in 
preparation. The results of hia exam, 
ination were that lead should be care- 
fully excluded in the preparation of 
the tin plate, and that acid liquids 
should not be kept in tin vessels; but 
no oases wero known in which any ia- 
jurious effects had been proved to har« 
foiiuwcd from metallic impurities in 
tinned uieat.s. — Timts.
